W elcome to Issue 43 of Back 
To Prabhupada (BTP). 

Along with this issue, all our 
subscribers will also be receiv- 
ing a copy of our publication Srila 
Prabhupada: The Founder-Acarya 
of ISKCON. This book presents the 
conclusions of the GBC's Foun- 
dational Document, in which we 
demonstrate that the GBC has 
concluded that Srila Prabhupa- 
da's permanent and exclusive po- 
sition as ISKCON's Founder -Acarya, 
also means that he is ISKCON's 
permanent diksa (initiating) guru. 
Thus, the GBC's Foundational Doc- 
ument is in agreement with the 
IRM's foundational document, The 
Final Order. Our feature article on 
the next page explains further. 

Of course, as usual, the GBC 
has reached these conclusions 
unintentionally, and this develop- 
ment illustrates a recurring pat- 
tern highlighted by BTP , which 
is that we demonstrate that the 
leaders of ISKCON alternate either 
between speaking straightfor- 
ward nonsense or being bounced 
into unwittingly having to agree 
with the IRM. Thus, they have no 
idea if they are coming or going, 
and instead confusion and contra- 
diction reign. 

The reason for such a phe- 
nomenon is that the GBC are 
trying to achieve the impossi- 
ble. They are trying to somehow 
make Srila Prabhupada's clear in- 
structions conclude the opposite 
of what they actually state. Thus, 
one of two scenarios usually re- 
sults: they either claim that Srila 


Prabhupada states something 
which he does not, or they offer a 
conclusion which does not match 
what Srila Prabhupada does state. 
This is when we are forever having 
to point out the straightforward 
nonsense which the GBC speaks. 

Or, they accurately present Sri- 
la Prabhupada's instructions and 
let them speak for themselves. In 
which case, the GBC end up be- 
ing "forced"to agree with the IRM. 
Which is what has happened in 
the case of the GBC's Foundation- 
al Document. And it is what has 
also happened in so many other 
instances — it seems as if in every 
issue we are highlighting another 
major concession or climbdown 
by the GBC! 

In the Bhagavad-gita, it is ex- 
plained: 

"Intelligence, knowledge, 
freedom from doubt and delu- 
sion, forgiveness, truthfulness, 
control of the senses, control 
of the mind, happiness and dis- 
tress, birth, death, fear, fearless- 
ness, nonviolence, equanimi- 
ty, satisfaction, austerity, char- 
ity, fame and infamy — all these 
various qualities of living be- 
ings are created by Me alone. 

PURPORT 

The different qualities of 
living entities, be they good or 
bad, are all created by Krsna, 
and they are described here. In- 
telligence refers to the power 
to analyze things in their prop- 
er perspective". 

(Bg., 10.4-5) 

And Srila Prabhupada ex- 


plains: 

"Something understood by 
the intelligence is fixed forever 
and cannot waver, and that is al- 
most spiritual." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 8/7/72) 

Thus, intelligence is defined 
as the ability to "analyze things in 
their proper perspective", which irT^ 
turn will allow one's understand- 
ing to be fixed. Clearly, the fact 
that the GBC are unable to even -< 
consistently agree with them- 
selves means they have failed on 
both counts. Srila Prabhupada ex- 
plains above that developing in- 
telligence is not even necessari- 
ly spiritual ("almost spiritual"). But 
because it allows one to "analyze 
things in their proper perspective", 
it allows one to reach the correct 
understanding. Thus, if ISKCON's 
leadership developed such intelli- 
gence, they would be able to ana- 
lyse and understand Srila Prabhu- 
pada's instructions in their proper 
perspective. Instead, they analyse 
such instructions from their self- 
motivated perspective, which 
leads them to try to reach conclu- 
sions which benefit them person- 
ally, rather than understanding 
and following what Srila Prabhu- 
pada has actually ordered. 

And, therefore, until they at 
least develop intelligence, such al- 
ternating between speaking non- 
sense, and also being bounced 
into agreeing with the IRM, will 
continue.

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GBC’s Historic Acceptance of IRM’s Conclusions 


T he cover story of BTP 41 made 
the following announcement: 
"GBC Adopts IRM Position!" In it 
we showed how ISKCON UK's "Vi- 
sion Statement" which was offi- 
cially endorsed by ISKCON Gov- 
erning Body Commissioner Prag- 
hosa Dasa, presented evidence 
of the GBC's acceptance of the 
IRM's position — that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is ISKCON's only diksa 
(initiating) guru. The GBC has 
now gone much further. They 
have published and widely dis- 
tributed a "Foundational Docu- 
ment" devoted exclusively to SrTla 
Prabhupada's position, titled Srila 
Prabhupdda — The Founder-Acarya 
of ISKCON: A GBC Foundation- 
al Document. In this year's GBC 
Resolutions, Resolution 323 hails 
this document as "an historic text 
for ISKCON". And GBC Resolution 
310 calls for the document to be 
made widely available through- 
out ISKCON. 

The GBC document is indeed 
historic, for its conclusions are ac- 
tually in accordance with the IRM's 
own foundational document, The 
Final Order , which was published 
and presented to the GBC in 1 996. 
And, to demonstrate this fact, 
the IRM have published a spe- 
cial paperback book, titled Srlla 
Prabhupdda — The Founder-Acarya 
of ISKCON: Presenting the Conclu- 
sions of the GBC Foundational Doc- 
ument, which has been distribut- 
ed to every BTP subscriber along 
with this BTP issue (please see cov- 
er picture above). 

Founder -Acarya means 
diksa-ganx 

Our book demonstrates that 
the conclusions offered by the 
GBC's Foundational Document 
endorse the position of the IRM 
that, following his physical de- 
parture, SrTla Prabhupada's po- 
sition in ISKCON remained un- 
changed. These conclusions arise 
from the GBC's acceptance that 
SrTla Prabhupada's position in

ISKCON is denoted by his title of 
Founder -Acarya; that this title in- 
cludes acting as diksa guru; and 
that SrTla Prabhupada's position in 
ISKCON never changes. Which in 
turn means that SrTla Prabhupada 
is both the Founder- Acarya and 
diksa guru of ISKCON for as long as 
ISKCON exists. The diagram above 
summarises the proofs offered by 
the GBC's document — please see 
the book supplied with this issue's 
BTP for the supporting evidence. 

These conclusions are sub- 
stantiated directly from the in- 
structions of SrTla Prabhupada 
quoted by the GBC, as well as the 
GBC's explanation for what these 
instructions from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada mean; and therefore are de- 
finitive. Thus, we have the land- 
mark situation that the GBC 
has issued a definitive, "histor- 
ic", "Foundational Document" for 
ISKCON which concludes that SrTla 
Prabhupada shall continue to oc- 
cupy a permanent position in 
ISKCON as its only diksa guru. 

Over the years, the IRM has 
been accused of having an ad- 
versarial position to the current 
GBC. We have been advised in- 
stead to cooperate with the GBC. 
In the spirit of such cooperation, 
our book offers the conclusions of 
the GBC's own foundational doc- 
ument — a document which it has 
recommended should be wide- 
ly read by everyone in ISKCON.

Granted, as usual, these conclu- 
sions were reached by the GBC 
unintentionally, but they should 
take it as the will of Krsna, that the 
Supersoul Himself guided the GBC 
to reach these conclusions. How 
else can we explain the mystical 
result that a document which set 
out to justify the current ISKCON 
guru system, actually ended up 
proving the exact opposite! 

IRM prevails 

The Foreword to the GBC 
foundational document was writ- 
ten by HH Bhakti Charu Swami 

("BCS"), and he had already rec- 
ognised long ago that accept- 
ing that SrTla Prabhupada is the 
Founder -Acarya of ISKCON means 
accepting the conclusions of the 
IRM (whom the GBC labels “rt- 
viks "): 

"Guru Maharaja (BCS) was 
reading out loud to us the final 
version of his famous Found- 
er Acarya Paper. [...] He men- 
tioned jokingly, 'actually, the 
Ritviks could have won me over 
so easily! This is all their philos- 
ophy/" 

(BCS Istagosthi , 1 5/1 /2001 ) 

Now, the GBC has formalised 


this understanding, albeit unwit- 
tingly, that accepting SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position as the unchanging 
Founder -Acarya of ISKCON, also 
means that SrTla Prabhupada's po- 
sition as the diksa guru of ISKCON 
is unchanging. Thus, again we see 
that no matter how hard the GBC 
try to defy the preaching of the 
IRM, one way or another they end 
up being forced to actually accept 
it! 

Conclusion 

The GBC's document opens 
with a note from the GBC Execu- 
tive Committee, which they end 
by declaring: 

"As Bhakti Charu Swami 
writes in the Foreword, 'this 
book is not meant for casual 
reading, but for implementa- 
tion'" 

Thus, if the GBC have any in- 
tegrity, they will need to follow 
through on their own advice and 
implement their own conclusions 
by immediately declaring SrTla 
Prabhupada as ISKCON's only 
diksa guru. They may not wish to 
listen to SrTla Prabhupada or the 
IRM, but surely they can at least 
listen to themselves?!

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Only the Acdrya Can Make Changes 



I SKCON leader, HH Hridayanan- 
da Dasa Goswami ("HD") has 
founded a movement called 
Krishna West ("KW"). This move- 
ment, he explains, is required be- 
cause the ISKCON way of spread- 
ing Krsna consciousness has failed 
in the West, and therefore he has 
to launch a new way which of- 
fers an alternative destination to 
ISKCON, where the "Indian" aspects 
of ISKCON are discarded: 

"I have said hundreds of 
times that we have no inten- 
tion, no interest, to change oth- 
er ISKCON projects. We want to 
do something new, not change 
what is already there. [...] It is 
not a bridge, it is a destination . 
Despite all our bridge programs, 
our movement is essentially ir- 
relevant in the western world. 

I believe that the only way to 
change this is to allow western 
people to take the spiritual sci- 
ence without requiring them to 
become Indian." 

(KW Q&A, HD Istagosthi website, 
1/1/14, emphases added) 

Below we examine HD's justifi- 
cation for the changes he is making 
as part of the KW movement. 

An acdrya makes changes 

SrTla Prabhupada teaches that 
every acdrya is empowered to 
make changes in order to spread 
Krsna consciousness: 

"An acdrya who comes for 
the service of the Lord cannot be 
expected to conform to a stere- 
otype, for he must find the ways 
and means by which Krsna con- 
sciousness may be spread." 

(Cc., Adi-hid, 7.31-32) 

"Every acarya has a specific 
means of propagating his spir- 
itual movement with the aim 
of bringing men to Krsna con- 
sciousness. Therefore, the meth- 
od of one acarya may be differ- 
ent from that of another, but the 
ultimate goal is never neglect- 
ed." 

(Cc., Adi-hid , 7.37) 


Time and place 

SrTla Prabhupada further ex- 
plains how, being an acarya him- 
self, he is authorised to make such 
changes according to the princi- 
ple of time and place in order to 
accommodate Westerners: 

"An acarya should devise 
a means by which people may 
somehow or other come to 
Krsna consciousness. [...] For 
example, since boys and girls 
in the Western countries free- 
ly intermingle, special conces- 
sions regarding their customs 
and habits are necessary to 
bring them to Krsna conscious- 
ness. [...] It is the concern of the 
acarya to show mercy to the 
fallen souls. In this connection, 
desa-kala-patra (the place, the 
time and the object) should be 
taken into consideration. [...] 
it is not possible to complete- 
ly separate the men from the 
women." 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 7.37-38) 

"The teacher ( acarya ) has 
to consider time, candidate and 
country. [...] The acarya's duty 
is to accept the essence of de- 
votional service. There may be 
a little change here and there as 
far as yukta-vairagya (proper re- 
nunciation) is concerned." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 23.1 05) 

HD invokes the right of an 
acarya 

HD invokes this right of the 
acaryas to make changes accord- 
ing to time and place, citing them 
as examples, to justify the changes 
he has made in KW: 

"/s ISKCON not already an ex- 
pression of a Krishna West enter- 
prise initiated by Bhaktivinode 
Thakur, Bhaktisiddhanta Saras- 
vati and Sri la Prabhupada? How 
far should it go? Shouldn't we 
keep to their given standards? 

Bhaktivinoda, Bhaktisidd- 
hanta, and Prabhupada also 
continued to adapt to chang- 
ing times. Adapting, within a 


fixed framework, is the history 
of Vaishnavism." 

(KW Q&A, HD Istagosthi website, 
1/1/14) 

These acaryas made such 
changes because, as HD explains: 

"Every major world religion 
succeeded by adapting to time 
and place." 

(KW Q&A, HD Istagosthi website, 
1/1/14) 

HD notan acarya 

Though HD is correct that an 
acarya is authorised to make the 
type of changes he has made for 
KW, it is the acdrya and only the 
acarya who is authorised to make 
such changes, since he knows how 
to make such adjustments: 

"So acarya means, just like 
Gosvamls, they would read all 
the scriptures and take the es- 
sence of it and give it to his dis- 
ciples that, 'You act like this/ Be- 
cause he knows what to give, 
how to manipulate, so that 
his ekantatah sreyas will be 
achieved. Ultimate goal. There- 
fore the acarya knows how to 
adjust things, at the same time 
keep pace with the spiritual in- 
terest. That is acarya . [...] Just 
like my Guru Maharaja. He is the 
first time that he allowed the 
sannyasis to drive in a motorcar. 
A sannyasi never drives in a mo- 
torcar, you see? [...] So therefore 
it depends on the acarya how 
to adjust things. [...] The acarya 


knows how to adjust things." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 20/2/73) 

And, as the GBC's Foundation- 
al Document (discussed in the 
previous article) makes clear, due 
to his position as the Founder- 
Acarya, SrTla Prabhupada alone will 
aways be the acarya of ISKCON. In- 
deed, on page 31 the document 
quotes the same verses we have 
given here from Cc., Adi-lila 7.37 
and Cc., Madhya-lila 23.105 to es- 
tablish SrTla Prabhupada's quali- 
ties as the acarya of ISKCON, hav- 
ing first asserted that he alone will 
remain as ISKCON's acarya. And 
HD was one of the initial mem- 
bers of the "SrTla Prabhupada Po- 
sition Committee" which com- 
missioned the document! And it 
states on the KW website that KW 
is part of ISKCON. Therefore, only 
SrTla Prabhupada, as the acarya 
of ISKCON, could make any such 
changes. While HD, who is not the 
acarya of ISKCON, is not author- 
ised to make such changes. 

Conclusion 

Thus, the issue is not whether 
or not changes can be made ac- 
cording to time and place in or- 
der to further the preaching. The 
issue, as SrTla Prabhupada teach- 
es, is that only the acarya is au- 
thorised to make such changes, 
period. And that acarya is SrTla 
Prabhupada, not HD; a non-con- 
troversial point which even the 
GBC and HD themselves accept.

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Kripamoya’s Christian Confusion 


A common tactic has been to 
try to disparage the conclu- 
sion that SrTla Prabhupada is ISK- 
CON's permanent diksa guru (a 
conclusion which ISKCON's lead- 
ership labels as "rtvik") by claiming 
that such a conclusion would be a 
'Christian idea" and, therefore, has 
no place in "Vais navis m". For exam- 
ple GBC-elected guru Kripamoya 
Dasa ("KMD") uses this smear 
tactic in an article posted on his 
website on 10/3/14, in which he 
states: 

"ISKCON members [...] should 
be aware when someone seeks 
the imposition of Judaeo-Chris- 
tian notions upon Vaishnavism, 
such as the 7 rtvik 1 idea of a trun- 
cated parampara *". 

*disciplic succession 

However, as we shall now 
show, this smear tactic does not 
work for the simple reason that 
ISKCON's leaders have them- 
selves already accepted "Judaeo- 
Christian" notions regarding SrTla 
Prabhupada's exalted status! 

Jesus = guru 

SrTla Prabhupada teaches that 
Jesus is the spiritual master who 
accepts the sinful reactions of his 
followers, in a similar way to how 
a diksa guru accepts the sinful ac- 
tivities of his disciples: 

"The spiritual master has to 
take the responsibility for all 
the sinful activities of his disci- 
ples. Therefore to make many 
disciples is a risky job unless 
one is able to assimilate all the 
sins. [...] He takes responsibility 
for all the fallen souls. That idea 
is also in the Bible. Jesus Christ 
took all the sinful reactions of 
the people and sacrificed his 
life. That is the responsibility 
of a spiritual master. [...] Actu- 
ally, one who is guided by Je- 
sus Christ will certainly get lib- 
eration." 

(Perfect Questions, Perfect Answers, 
Ch. 6 & 9) 

"Diksa is the process by 


which one can awaken his tran- 
scendental knowledge and van- 
quish all reactions caused by 
sinful activity." 

(Cc. Madhya-lila, 15.1 08) 

Srila Prabhupada = Jesus 

KMD's ISKCON guru col- 
leagues, HH Bhakti Charu Swa- 

mi and the deceased HH Tamala 
Krsna Goswami, both state that 
the position of SrTla Prabhupada 
is equal to that of Jesus Christ in 
every way: 

"Therefore, when people 
ask 'what do you mean by Srila 
Prabhupada's having the posi- 
tion of Founder -Acarya', my re- 
ply is, 'What Jesus is to Christi- 
anity and what Muhammed is to 
Islam, Srila Prabhupada should 
be that to ISKCON'". 

(BCS, Day 3, LA Seminar, 'Questions 
and Answers', published 11/6/00) 

"I had no doubt that Srila 
Prabhupada was equal to Lord 
Jesus in every way. [...] Just as 
Jesus Christ had sacrificed his life 
for the redemption of the fallen, 
similarly Srila Prabhupada was 
suffering on our behalf, absorb- 
ing our karma to raise us to tran- 
scendental life." 

(Tamala Krsna Goswami, Servant of 
the Servant, BBT, 1 984) 

Srila Prabhupada = diksa 
guru 

Therefore, in trying to discred- 
it SrTla Prabhupada's position as 
ISKCON's diksa guru by claiming 
that such a concept would be im- 
posing "Judaeo-Christian" notions, 
KMD has only ended up discredit- 
ing himself, for: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada, whom 
KMD accepts as bona fide, states 
that Jesus' position is similar to 
that of a diksa guru who accepts 
the sinful activities of, and liber- 
ates, his followers. 

b) His own guru colleagues, 
whom KMD also accepts as bona 
fide*, accept that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position in ISKCON is equiv- 


alent to that of Jesus Christ in 
Christianity. 

Therefore, since KMD accepts 
both SrTla Prabhupada and his 
ISKCON guru colleagues as bona 
fide, he also has to accept that 
SrTla Prabhupada's position in 
ISKCON today is that of a spiritual 
master who accepts the sinful ac- 
tivities of, and liberates, his disci- 
ples, i.e. he is the diksa guru. 

Disobedience crack 

KMD also implies that those 
who have rejected the GBC's guru 
hoax program by continuing to ac- 
cept SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's 
diksa guru, are disobeying SrTla 
Prabhupada by "splintering": 

"In the Hare Krishna move- 
ment, the splintering tendency 
was regularly subjugated by the 
single, commanding voice of its 
founder -acarya who confessed 
"I am always afraid of this crack." 
[...] So it was that the 'true' fol- 
lowers of Srila Prabhupada be- 
gan a campaign against all his 
other followers when they failed 
to support their views on how 
initiations would be conducted 
after his physical demise." 

However, SrTla Prabhupada's 
statement about the "crack" which 
KMD quotes actually refers to dis- 
obeying SrTla Prabhupada's orders 
for the purpose of sense gratifica- 
tion, just as the GaudTya Matha 
did: 

" the central point is the 
order of the Spiritual Mas- 
ter. [...] The difficulty is some- 
times things are interpreted 
in a manner dovetailing one's 
own sense gratification . I have 
got this personal experience in 
my Guru Maharaja's institution. 
Different Godbrothers took the 
words of Guru Maharaja in dif- 
ferent interpretations for sense 
gratification and the whole mis- 
sion disrupted . This is still going 
on for the last 40 years without 
any proper settlement. I am al- 
ways afraid of this crack, but 



I am sure if our aim is to serve 
Krishna sincerely and the Spirit- 
ual Master simultaneously, that 
will be our success." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 18/10/69, 
emphases added) 

And, by usurping SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position as ISKCON's diksa 
guru, it is KMD and his GBC guru 
colleagues who have "dovetailed" 
for "one's own sense gratification", 
just like the GaudTya Matha. This 
fact is documented conclusively 
here: www.iskconirm.com/crack 

Conclusion 

KMD prefaced his remarks 
about the imposition of "Judaeo- 
Christian" notions by saying: 

"ISKCON members [...] need 
to learn sufficient Vaishnava 
theology to identify and under- 
stand the veracity of ideas that 
arise from time to time within 
their own community." 

As we have just shown, one 
ISKCON member who would do 
well to learn sufficient Vaisnava 
theology, as well as the ideas that 
have arisen in his own community, 
is KMD himself! Then he would be 
able to "identify and understand" 
that the conclusions he puts for- 
ward regarding "rtvik" actually 
have no veracity.

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Keeping Faith in Srila Prabhupada’s Orders 



T wo issues ago, we exposed 
GBC-elected 1SKCON guru HH 
Bhakti Charu Swami ("BCS")'s 
shocking attack on SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's teachings about education, 
which BCS stated were a "mis- 
take" [BTP 41, "SrTla Prabhupada v. 
Bhakti Charu Swami"). Shortly af- 
ter our expose had landed world- 
wide, BCS held a teleconference 
where he was asked to address 
the same points raised in the BTP 
article. In response, as we shall 
see, BCS goes further and actual- 
ly calls for SrTla Prabhupada's or- 
ders to be abandoned altogeth- 
er! The quotes in the shaded box- 
es below are from this teleconfer- 
ence held by BCS on 4/2/14. 

Gurukula, not sudra slave 
education 

"But very aptly Srila Prabhupada 
pointed out that that education 
system is actually the sudra ed- 
ucation system. [...] The pur- 
pose of education today has be- 
come just to earn money, to 
get a good job. [...] At that time 
Prabhupada opened the Guruku- 
la in Vrndavana. Just a Gurukula 
building was built. And Prabhu- 
pada told Mr Dalmia (big industri- 
alist): "Just send your children to 
the Gurukula!' Prabhupada point- 
ed out that what is going on in 
the name of education is simply to 
create slaves. The purpose of this 
education is to get a job." 

BCS first agrees with the 
points made in the BTP 41 article: 
that SrTla Prabhupada wanted gu- 
rukula education rather than edu- 
cation geared towards getting a 
job —sudra slave education. 

BCS proposes sudra slave 
education 

"Those who have to go out and 
get a job, those will go out and 
start their own business. At least 
these two classes, we have to pre- 
pare them, so that they have the 
option and the liberty to take up 


this kind of lifestyle. That is what 
Avant! schools are providing." 

Having correctly stated that 
SrTla Prabhupada was opposed to 
education geared towards getting 
a job, calling it a sudra slave edu- 
cation system, BCS also states that 
he supports the AvantT schools 
providing education geared to- 
wards getting a job. 

BCS says gurukulas 
should be stopped 

"In response to whatever some 
individuals may say about the 
AvantT schools, my response will 
be: "We have to be practical." We 
have seen that the world is not 
ready for our Gurukula system, the 
way we established them at that 
time. That kind of Gurukula will 
probably be there when the whole 
world is Krsna conscious.They can 
get pure Krsna conscious educa- 
tion and lead a brahminical life." 

BCS justifies the job educa- 
tion ( sudra slave education) of the 
AvantT schools by claiming that 
the world is "not ready"for the gu- 
rukula system of education given 
by SrTla Prabhupada. And, there- 
fore, according to BCS, to establish 
such gurukulas would first require 
the whole world to become Krsna 
conscious. But it is not possible for 
the whole world to be Krsna con- 
scious: 

"No, no, you cannot expect 
that the whole world will be- 
come Krsna conscious. That is 
not possible." 

(Morning Walk, 29/5/74) 

"You cannot expect that the 
whole world, whole popula- 
tion of the world, will become 
Vaisnava.That is not possible. 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 24/3/69) 

"So we cannot expect that 
cent percent people will be God 
conscious or Krsna conscious. 
That is not possible". 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 3/1/70) 

Thus, BCS is actually saying 
that gurukulas should never be es- 


tablished, period. 

No faith 

BCS justifies abandoning the 
gurukula system of education by 
claiming that the "world is not 
ready" for it. But SrTla Prabhu- 
pada never stated that his orders 
should be abandoned just be- 
cause BCS does not have enough 
faith to follow them in the face 
of world opposition. On the con- 
trary, SrTla Prabhupada explained 
that we must continue despite the 
world not being ready: 

"You cannot expect favora- 
ble situation. It is not possible. 
When I came in America, I nev- 
er expected any favorable situ- 
ation. I wrote that poetry in dis- 
appointment, that 'Who will ac- 
cept this?' That is the position. 
[...] Actually, the American boys 
are fighting against so many un- 
favorable situations. They are 
sometimes beaten in the air- 
port, you know that? Still they 
are preaching; that is preach- 
ing, that is preaching. The unfa- 
vorable situation, so let me give 
it up/ that is not preaching. Yes, 
we must know that there is unfa- 
vorable situation, still I have to." 
(Room Conversation, 10/8/76) 

Hence, though SrTla Prabhu- 
pada was well aware that the 
world preferred sudra slave edu- 
cation to gurukulas , he still want- 
ed the gurukulas established: 

"I wanted to start this gu- 
rukula long, long, ago before 
going to the USA, in 1960, say 
'62, '61, but I approached so 
many gentlemen friends; they 
never agreed to give their sons 
to gurukula . They never agreed. 


Everyone said, "Swamlji, what 
benefit there will be by train- 
ing our students in the guruku- 
la way? They have to earn their 
bread." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 14/4/76) 

"I consider this Gurukula 
school to be one of our most im- 
portant aspects of this move- 
ment". 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 20/6/72) 

We quoted BCS in the last sec- 
tion stating that gurukula will al- 
low one to: 

"get pure Krsna conscious educa- 
tion and lead a brahminical life." 

From BCS's perspective, 
ISKCON is also supposed to be 
providing this. Therefore, by BCS's 
faithless argument, if we must 
abandon gurukulas because the 
world is not ready for them, then 
BCS should also call for ISKCON it- 
self to be shut down. Because both 
ISKCON and the gurukulas are, ac- 
cording to him, offering the same 
"Krsna conscious education and 
brahminical life". 

Conclusion 

There can be no argument 
over the conclusions present- 
ed above because we quote 
BCS specifically stating that SrTla 
Prabhupada preached the oppo- 
site to what he proposes. Indeed, 
after the above teleconference 
was posted to both BCS's per- 
sonal website and a GBC funded 
website, it was hastily removed! 
However, we managed to archive 
it before the cover-up occurred. 
Again, we have a stark choice. 
Faith in SrTla Prabhupada or faith in 
his faithless GBC "representatives". 
Please choose SrTla Prabhupada.

Spiritual Success v. Material Success 



I n the preceding article we saw 
GBC voted-in guru HH Bhak- 

ti Charu Swami ("BCS") preach- 
ing the opposite to SrTla Prabhu- 
pada — by calling for the guruku- 
la system of education to be re- 
placed by job education. In the 
same teleconference quoted by 
the article, BCS also states: 

"Won't it be wonderful to 
see that our children are win- 
ning Olympic gold medals? 
Then only will we have recogni- 
tion that, yes, ISKCON is the real 
institution." 

And, earlier he had stated: 

"Let us start off with a 
school, and considering if those 
children are coming out and 
if they're going to Harvard, 
Princeton, and Oxford and Cam- 
bridge [...] Let them become 
the most successful people in 
the world. Let them become 
the army general, let them be- 
come state presidents, and that 
is how Krsna consciousness will 
have its recognition and estab- 
lishment. And why not? Devo- 
tees of Krsna are meant to be 
the best. So that's why I was say- 
ing, like I don't think in terms of 
gurukula." 

(BCS Lecture, 13/5/09) 

Hence, BCS's call for SrTla 
Prabhupada's gurukula program 
to be ditched is actually a conse- 
quence of a new theory regarding 
Krsna consciousness. According to 
this theory, only material success 
in terms of attending a top univer- 
sity, winning Olympic Gold med- 
als, becoming President, army 
general and the "most successful 
people in the world" will enable 
ISKCON to be recognised as the 
"real" institution. Claiming that a 
spiritual organisation will only be 
recognised as being "real" based 
on it being materially successful is 
absurd and contradictory. And, as 
we will see, SrTla Prabhupada con- 
firms that such a theory is indeed 
nonsense. All emphases have 
been added. 


Spiritual formula 

"This routine program is the 
backbone of our Movement, 
and we stand solid on such pro- 
gram such as chanting, speak- 
ing, arati, reading scriptures, 
prasadam, like that. These 
things are sufficient for us. Any 
sane man will be attracted to 
such program . And if we per- 
form everything nicely and al- 
ways seize every opportunity 
to preach about Krishna, that is 
our formula for success." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 8/12/71) 

"Our process is to show 
Krishna Consciousness as it is. 
not as others want to see it . By 
showing KC in this way, you are 
making the thing less impor- 
tant. It is not that we should 
change to accommodate the 
public, but that we should 
change the public to accommo- 
date us. [...] These books are the 
best advertising, they are bet- 
ter than advertising . If we sim- 
ply present Krishna Conscious- 
ness in a serious and attractive 
way, without need to resort to 
fashionable slogans or tricks, 
that is sufficient. Our unique 
asset is our purity. No one any 
where can match it. That will 
be noticed eventually and ap- 
preciated, as long as we do not 
diminish or neglect the high- 
est standard of purity in per- 
forming our routine work, not 
that we require to display or an- 
nounce ourselves in very clever 
ways to get attention. No. our 
pure standard is enough. Let us 
stand on that basis ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 28/12/71) 

" If we stick to our principle, 
certainly very soon we shall be 
recognized as a bona fide insti- 
tution and who can give better 
information than us in the mat- 
ter of Spiritual understanding?" 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 13/3/70) 

SrTla Prabhupada directly cau- 
tions that we must rely only on 
our standard spiritual program 


and SrTla Prabhupada's books. 
This alone is sufficient for ISKCON 
to become successful and recog- 
nised as bona fide. 

Don't waste time 

"We are trying to gain suc- 
cess in these material activities, 
but by God's will, there are dif- 
ferent living entities. They have 
already all the successes. So 
therefore our real business is 
not to waste our time to get any 
material success. Our real busi- 
ness is how we shall be success- 
ful to become an obedient serv- 
ant of Krsna. That's all. That is 
real success." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Morning Walk, 
5/4/74) 

"But to come to the point of 
a reputed artist will require long 
duration of time. And our time 
is very short. We have to finish 
our Krishna Consciousness dur- 
ing our lifetime, and we should 
not waste a single moment for 
anything else. According to 
Caitanya Caritamrta, a man is 
famous who is known as a great 
devotee of Krishna. So if there is 
not possibility of selling our pic- 
tures immediately on presenta- 
tion, I do not think there is any 
necessity to improve our artis- 
tic craftsmanship. We should be 
satisfied with our pictures hang- 
ing in our different temples. But 
we may not sacrifice our valua- 
ble time for becoming famous 
artists so that pictures may be 
sold like hotcakes." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 13/4/68) 

"But at the present moment 
to go to university means how 
to gratify the senses very scien- 
tifically. [...] It is simply a waste 
of time. This modern universi- 
ty education is simply a waste 
of time." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 27/1 0/76) 

Rather, trying to spend time 
and energy becoming materially 
successful is directly condemned 
as a waste of time. 



Srlla Prabhupada:

No compromise 

Srlla Prabhupada: "They are 
daily one or two gentlemen, like 
you they are coming. But they 
find our prescription very strict. 
[Laughter]. And... but we are not 
going to change it. We are not af- 
ter vox populi. That is not our con- 
cern. We have got our standard 
method." 

Director: "Yeah, sure. I believe 
that you should have these stand- 
ards if you want them, if anybody 
wants them." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Yes. That 
is making us successful. We do 
not make any compromise. This is 
our method. If you like, you take 
it. If you don't like, you go away. 
Don't mind." 

(Room conversation, 21/5/75) 

Conclusion 

In the Caitanya- caritamrta 
[Adi, 12.10), it is stated that "The 
order of the spiritual master is 
the active principle in spiritual 
life." Therefore, any new philos- 
ophy or idea can immediately be 
rejected if SrTla Prabhupada has 
not actively ordered it. Hence, not 
only is the philosophy that "Ma- 
terial success = Spiritual recogni- 
tion" rendered deviant by the lack 
of direct authorisation for it from 
SrTla Prabhupada, but, addition- 
ally, SrTla Prabhupada has also di- 
rectly condemned it. Thus, estab- 
lishing conclusively and compre- 
hensively, just how deviant this 
philosophy is.

The Gurvastakam prayers are 
sung by Srlla Prabhupada's diksa 
disciples to worship him as their 
spiritual master every morning in 
every ISKCON temple. 

However, in practice KKS will 
insist that people worship him 
as the diksa guru instead of Srlla 
Prabhupada, claiming that Srlla 
Prabhupada can no longer act as 
the diksa guru in ISKCON.

That should 
be our propaganda. Not only 
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Srila Prabhupada: 

“Our business is to point out 
who is not a saint" 


scientific, all political things, 
social things, everything. They

Editor replies: 

Srila Prabhupada has pre- 
scribed that his disciples who 
were GBCs, such as Tamal Krsna 
and Hamsaduta, have the duty 
to bring others to Krishna con- 
sciousness by teaching what Srila 
Prabhupada has taught: 

"The GBC should all be the 
instructor gurus. I am in the in- 
itiator guru, and you should be 
the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching and doing 
what I am doing." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 4/8/1975) 

And many of them have 
helped to do this by distribut- 
ing Srila Prabhupada's books 
and preaching. In this way, they 
have introduced others to Lord 
Krishna. But, Srila Prabhupada 
clearly states that though the GBC 
should preach on his behalf, he, 
Srila Prabhupada, will remain the 
"initiator guru" And in the Bhaga- 
vad-gita, Lord Krishna instructs 
that: 

"You have a right to perform 
your prescribed duty, but you 
are not entitled to the fruits of 
action" 

(Bg., 2.47) 

Thus, though certain GBCs 
in ISKCON may have performed 
their duty and helped others learn 
about Krishna consciousness, 
they should not then have tried 
to take advantage of this work by 


attempting to make those whom 
they preached to their disciples. 
One is then not serving Srila 
Prabhupada, but instead simply 
using Srila Prabhupada's teach- 
ings and movement for self-ag- 
grandisement.

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No Need for War Against Snla Prabhupada 



G BC-elected guru HH Sivara- 
ma Swami ("SRS") gave a 
lecture in which he spoke about 
the history of the battle the GBC 
has waged against accepting SrTla 
Prabhupada as ISKCON's diksa 
guru. Excerpts in the shaded box- 
es below are from a lecture given 
by SRS at Bhaktivedanta Manor, in 
January 2014. 

History of battle 

"It seems like a type of phenom- 
ena that we have in ISKCON that 
those people who are your BhTs- 
madevas, your grandparents, you 
end up fighting with them some- 
times on the battlefield, you have 
to face them. And we do that 
sometimes. Devotees come out 
with different types of... over the 
years actually ISKCON UK was the 
home of rtvik philosophy. It's no 
credit to ISKCON UK, but this is 
really where it sort of took birth. 
Krishnakant Desai. I remember 
when we had our sahkirtan house 
over in Watford, and him sitting 
with me, sometime around in 
1986, and talking, he was still a 
University student, 'Can't Prabhu- 
pada just really be the guru, the in- 
itiating guru?'. (I) said, 'No, he can't 
be the initiating guru'. And that's 
one way that sometimes devo- 
tees get off on a tangent in terms 
of philosophically.. .and then one 
has to do battle with them." 

1 . SRS gives the history of the 
movement to re-establish SrTla 
Prabhupada as the diksa guru of 
ISKCON. Some 30 years ago, SRS 
was legitimately asked by BTP's 
editor why SrTla Prabhupada 
could not be everyone's guru. SRS 
admits that his answer was sim- 
ply to deny this as being possible. 
But denials are not philosophy. 
When devotees have questions 
they must be answered, not de- 
nied. Because denials cannot de- 
feat the truth. SRS states here that 
he is not happy that this move- 
ment was established in the UK, 


but what did he expect, when he 
was unable to answer a legitimate 
question with anything other than 
a denial? And thus, the movement 
to establish SrTla Prabhupada as 
ISKCON's diksa guru has simply 
continued to grow and grow, so 
much so that as we show on page 
3, even the GBC has been forced 
to concede, at least philosophical- 
ly, SrTla Prabhupada's diksa guru 
status. 

2. SRS writes that following 
him not being able to rebut SrTla 
Prabhupada's diksa guru sta- 
tus with anything more than 
a denial, a battle has been 
waged against accepting SrTla 
Prabhupada as ISKCON's guru, 
which he compares to the Mahab- 
harata war! But, as we document 
in our book, Sri la Prabhupada: The 
Founder-Acarya of ISKCON, such a 
war is not necessary, since both 
sides accept the same philoso- 
phy and conclusionslThe GBC just 
needs to accept and implement 
its own statements! 

Don't trust memory 

"anyway there's lots of history 
there. Someone should always 
be writing book, there should al- 
ways be actually a history. [. ..] Un- 
less things are written down, don't 
trust anything to memory." 

1. SRS states that it is impor- 
tant that history is recorded rather 
than trusting " anything to memo- 
ry". We could not agree more, and 
this is a point we make as part of 
the Prabhupada-Only Paradigm 
(POP — please see BTP 31, or read 
about it online here: 
www.iskconirm.com/POP). 

We state that in order to know 
what SrTla Prabhupada said, we 
require to rely on what is record- 
ed directly from SrTla Prabhupada, 
rather than testimonies relying 
on memories. And, as SRS states, 
since we should not "trust any- 
thing to memory", then even di- 
aries, which are based on mem- 


ories, are just as unreliable — be- 
cause this is simply transferring to 
written form the same unreliable 
memory. Hence, the only reliable 
way to know what SrTla Prabhu- 
pada said, is to actually have SrTla 
Prabhupada recorded as direct- 
ly stating it, in writing or on tape. 
If SRS and the GBC adhered strict- 
ly to this standard, then some of 
the "evidence" they rely on would 
actually be revealed to not be ev- 
idence at all. 

2. In regards to SRS's point 
that history should always be re- 
corded, anyone who reads the 
IRM's publications knows that the 
IRM are already doing this. We en- 
sure that the many mistakes and 
ugly history which ISKCON's lead- 
ers would rather be covered up or 
hidden, are actually brought to 
light. For example, please see the 
articles on the next 2 pages of this 
very issue! 

Learn from history 

"And it's such an important thing 
actually, it's important for the sake 
of records, it's important for the 
sake of history so that we can ac- 
tually learn from history and see 
and know 'That's already been 
done before. Don't do that, we 
already learned from that.' And 
many good things, many mis- 
takes, and so that also we don't 
forget." 

SRS states that it is important 
to learn from history so that we 
can learn from the mistakes which 
have been made in the past. Iron- 
ically, SRS made these comments 
as part of giving a history of one 
of ISKCON's guru hoaxers, Bhaga- 
van, about whom SRS states: 
"Bhagavan Dasa, who was at that 
time the GBC for France and It- 
aly and Spain and Benelux, he 
would become the GBC of the UK. 
He was a very charismatic, very 
good manager, very capable per- 
son. As it turned out he also had 
his weaknesses [...] he then liter- 
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ally ran away with one of his God- 
sisters. [...] It took its toll on dev- 
otees' faith [...] Devotees were re- 
ally broken-hearted, they felt be- 
trayed." 

Yet, the one person who did 
not learn from Bhagavan's history 
of having "betrayed" and wreaked 
havoc in the faith of devotees, 
was SRS himself. SRS had been se- 
duced by the "charismatic" Bhaga- 
van and had taken the lead in pro- 
moting him as a bona fide guru. 
Yet, after the devastation wreaked 
by Bhagavan, SRS repeated his 
mistake by first promoting Naray- 
ana Maharaja (please see next ar- 
ticle for more information) and 
then promoting Balabhadra Dasa 
— actions which he later admit- 
ted also ended up weakening the 
faith of the devotees (please see 
our book 100 Deviations: The Life 
and Teachings of His Holiness Si- 
varama Swami, where these facts 
are documented). 

Conclusion 

1. The GBC need to give up 
trying to fight accepting SrTla 
Prabhupada as ISKCON's guru, 
when philosophically they have 
no answer for why SrTla Prabhu- 
pada cannot be everyone's diksa 
guru. 

2 . Do not trust memory, but 
only that which is directly record- 
ed. 

3. Do not repeat, but learn 
from, history and one's mistakes.

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BAD History v. Real History - 1 


A t the "ISKCON Leaders Sah- 
ga" held in Mayapur, India, 
during the annual GBC meetings, 
GBC member and newly creat- 
ed ISKCON sannyasi (renunciant) 
Badrinarayan Dasa ("BAD") gave 
an account of what he claims is the 
"historical record" of the GBC. Be- 
low we compare BAD's GBC histo- 
ry with what actually happened. 
All quotes in the shaded boxes 
over the next 2 pages are from a 
lecture given by BAD on 19/2/14. 

BAD history 

"And if we actually look at the 
history, it is the GBC that finally 
kicked over the zonal acarya sys- 
tem. It is the GBC that finally stood 
up to Narayana Maharaja, stood up 
to the rtvik presentation. [...] But 
the fact of the matter is that we 
have seen that when the move- 
ment was going off, it has gener- 
ally speaking been the GBC that's 
brought it back on course. That's 
the historical record." 

BAD claims that it is the GBC 
that has saved ISKCON from devi- 
ating, citing the zonal acarya sys- 
tem, Narayana Maharaja ("NM") 
and the rtvik presentation as ev- 
idence. Let us examine each of 
these in turn to test the reality 
against BAD's claims. 

Zonal acarya 

The zonal acarya system was 
the system whereby, following 
the departure of SrTla Prabhupada 
from this world, 11 men self-ap- 
pointed themselves as "gurus" 
and divided the world up into 1 1 
zones. The key point about this 
system, which BAD does not men- 
tion, was that it was actually cre- 
ated and propagated by the GBC, 
who falsely attributed its creation 
to SrTla Prabhupada: 

"...for 1978, no new Spirit- 
ual Masters shall be appointed 
other than the 11 selected by 
Srlla Prabhupada." 

(GBC Resolution 16, 19/3/78) 


Subsequently, as a fellow GBC 
member admits, the GBC mere- 
ly modified this system by adding 
even more gurus: 

"it was not actually a reform. 
It was kind of watering down 
the same misconception and 
continuing. Like what we did 
was we appointed some more 
gurus and opened up the world 
for anybody to initiate wherev- 
er he wanted. Whereas previ- 
ous to that it was a kind of zon- 
al acarya . [...] And that defec- 
tive system may have been wa- 
tered down to some extent but 
it's still prevailing." 

(GBC member HH Bhakti Charu Swa- 
mi, Toronto, 20/7/03) 

So, the "historical record" is: 

a) It was the GBC who were 
responsible for the movement 
"going off" in regard to the zonal 
acarya system. 

b) The GBC then continued 
the original zonal acarya devia- 
tion in a different form. 

Narayana Maharaja 

NM, now deceased, was a 
teacher from the Gaudlya Matha 
institution. It was the GBC who 
were responsible for promoting 
and popularising NM to ISKCON 
members. In 1990, when NM was 
relatively unknown in ISKCON, a 
centre-piece interview was con- 
ducted with NM by GBC member 
Ravindra Svarupa Dasa in the 
GBC publication ISKCON Journal , 
where NM's opinions and testimo- 
ny on guru-tattva were offered as 
authoritative. Indeed, his contri- 
bution is even recorded in a GBC 
resolution: 

"Meanwhile, the Executive 
Committee of the GBC had been 
preparing the ISKCON Journal, 
[...] interviews with several of 
the prominent devotees that 
were assisting Srlla Prabhupada 
during his last year among us, 
including Narayana Mahara- 
ja (a long-standing associate of 
Srlla Prabhupada and friend of 


ISKCON)." 

(GBC Resolution 128,1990) 

And a leading coterie of GBC 
members, such as HH Sivarama 
Swami ("SRS"), had become inti- 
mate followers of NM, as SRS con- 
fesses: 

"I had maintained what I 
saw to be an innocent and in- 
termittent acquaintance with 
a Vaisnava outside ISKCON. 
By the mid-nineties, though, 
that acquaintance became 
part of a controversy: should 
ISKCON leaders be taking guid- 
ance from a Vaisnava outside 
ISKCON? [...] that apparent- 
ly kindly Vaisnava became ISK- 
CON's antagonist; ISKCON's 
members went outside for siksa 
and diksa ; and even now devo- 
tees abandon ISKCON for the 
promise of a brighter spiritu- 
al future. I am unhappy to have 
contributed to this scenario." 
(Preface, Siksa Outside ISKCON?) 

Though the GBC later did ask 
its members to stop associating 
with NM, due to the latter's em- 
phasis on "intimate Radha-Krsna 
lila " — 

"the GBC directs that the 
members of ISKCON should re- 
spect all senior Gaudlya Vaish- 
navas outside ISKCON, but 
should not intimately associate 
with them, [...] as their presen- 
tation of Krishna consciousness 
often differs from that of Srlla 
Prabhupada [...] literature fo- 
cusing on “rasika-bhakti," inti- 
mate Radha-Krsna Vila, and oth- 
er subject matters suitable only 
for highly advanced souls, rep- 
resents a departure from Srlla 
Prabhupada's orders..." 

(GBC Resolution 73,1995) 

— it still continues to support 
its own members promoting the 
same type of teachings. For exam- 
ple, GBC member SRS is allowed 
to peddle sahajiya "gopi fiction", 
wherein he fabricates stories in- 
volving Krsna and his confidential 
associates, the gopis, that have 



been produced entirely from his 
own imagination (Suddha-bhakti 
Cintamani , Na Paraye 'Ham). 

So, the "historical record" is: 

a) It was the GBC who were re- 
sponsible for the movement "go- 
ing off" in regard to NM; 

b) The GBC still allows the 
same type of teachings promot- 
ed by NM to continue to be prop- 
agated in ISKCON. 

Rtvik 

By " rtvik presentation" BAD 
means the evidence put forward 
by the IRM in The Final Order {TFO) 
that SrTla Prabhupada is ISKCON's 
diksa (initiating) guru. (BAD actu- 
ally was the person who, on be- 
half of the GBC, asked BTP's edi- 
tor at a meeting in Los Angeles in 
May 1996 to prepare and submit 
the document which would be- 
come TFO, for the GBC's consider- 
ation). However, the historical re- 
cord shows that though the GBC 
may have prohibited " rtvik ", they 
have not "stood up" to TFO, but 
rather have been forced to accept 
its philosophical conclusions. For 
example, as we demonstrate on 
page 3 of this issue, the GBC's of- 
ficial paper on SrTla Prabhupada's 
position — which it calls a "GBC 
Foundational Document" — ends 
up accepting the conclusion of 
TFO that SrTla Prabhupada is ISK- 
CON's diksa guru. And, in BTP 41, 
we revealed how the GBC-en- 
dorsed "Vision Statement" for 
ISKCON UK de facto declares SrTla 
Prabhupada as the diksa guru of 
ISKCON (please see BTP 41, "GBC 
Adopts the IRM's Position"). 

So, the "historical record" is: 

The GBC has been forced to 
accept TFO's conclusions and is 
therefore unable to philosophi- 
cally defeat it.

A s part of his potted GBC histo- 
ry, BAD also claims: 

"Frankly, as a member of the GBC 
since 1987, excluding me, they 
tend to be pretty cautious, kind, 
gentle people, actually. [...] But 
my experience is the GBC tends 
to be pretty lenient, and tries to 
work things out again and again 
and again." 

Again, let us test BAD's claims 
against the reality. 

Lenient on child abuse 

The GBC are "kind, gentle and 
lenient" when it comes to the is- 
sue of child abuse. This leniency 
towards child abuse is reflected in 
GBC resolution 407, 2006, which 
allows those convicted of child 
abuse to still visit ISKCON tem- 
ples. They only have to abide by 
certain restrictions while visiting. 
Even then, such restrictions can 
be waived if there are "extenuat- 
ing circumstances". This culture of 
leniency has meant that persons 
found guilty by ISKCON of having 
participated in child abuse, such 
as Dhanurdhara Swami (ISKCON 
Central Office of Child Protec- 
tion decision dated 28/10/99), 
and ex-guru Bhavananda Dasa 
(ISKCON Central Office of Child 
Protection decision dated 1/7/ 
2000 ) are not only welcome to at- 
tend ISKCON temples; but in the 
case Bhavananda Dasa, even hold 
a very important leadership posi- 
tion in the Mayapur project. GBC 
member Hari Vilas Dasa explains 
the GBC leniency towards the 
child abuse of GBC-authorised 
guru Dhanurdhara Swami: 

"To complicate matters, Dha- 
nurdara Maharaja is supported 
by prominent members of the 
GBC and the movement. Those 
members who support him and 
have effectively stopped the 
hand of justice from acting or 
the rule of law are also impli- 
cated in the unimaginable hor- 
ror and evil perpetrated by Dha- 
nurdara Maharaja and others in- 


volved in the gurukula molesta- 
tion and abuse. [...] Dhanurd- 
ara Maharaja and others with 
the complicity of ISKCON lead- 
ers acted like Putana in the very 
place where she tried to kill 
Krishna 5000 years before. He 
spiritually destructed helpless 
children who were placed under 
his guidance for protection and 
spiritual training. In my estima- 
tion, this is pure evil when the 
preceptor in the garb of a san- 
nyasi is the torturer. The evil con- 
tinues when the torturer is pro- 
tected and his due punishment 
and rehabilitation is mitigated 
by powerful friends". 

(Hari Vilas Dasa, GBC member, 1 7/6/06) 

No leniency 

The GBC's "kind, gentle and 
lenient" attitude towards those 
who have directly committed 
child abuse may be contrasted 
with their approach to those who 
merely believe that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is the guru of ISKCON. 
Though child abusers are still 
welcome to visit ISKCON tem- 
ples, those who are believers in 
SrTla Prabhupada's guru position 
(which the GBC labels "rtvik initia- 
tion theory") are banned outright: 

"The GBC hereby declares 
that the posthumous rtvik in- 
itiation theory is a dangerous 
philosophical deviation. It is 
therefore totally prohibited in 
ISKCON. [...] No ISKCON devo- 
tee shall advocate or support 
its practice. (GBC Resolution 
1990-73) It is the desire of the 
local ISKCON, UK Charity Board 
of Directors, chaired by His Ho- 
liness Sivarama Swami, that I 
strictly uphold the above man- 
date, and hence this letter. They 
have obliged me to ban all per- 
sons who advocate, assist, or- 
ganise or help finance posthu- 
mous rtvik theories from com- 
ing to Bhaktivedanta Manor." 
(Banning letter issued by ISKCON UK 
Headquarters Bhaktivedanta Manor) 


Thus, the GBC's desire to hold 
on to power as guru successors to 
SrTla Prabhupada is so strong, that 
those who merely do not believe 
in their guru position are subject 
to harsher treatment than those 
who have actually committed 
child abuse. 

BAD's deep philosophers 

In concluding his "history" of 
the GBC, BAD states: 

"The GBC should not be, is not 
supposed to be, and to my obser- 
vation is not a bureaucracy. [...] 
Prabhupada says they have to be 
acarya- like, they have to be deep 
philosophers". 

Yet, the very GBC paper which 
the IRM's The Final Order ("TFO") 
defeated, had to be withdrawn 

(GBC resolution 409, 2004), be- 
cause, as GBC member Sivarama 
Swami ("SRS") explains, rather 
than containing deep philosophy, 
it was full of lies: 

"Jayadvaita Swami has been 
trying unsuccessfully to bring up 
the lies in this GBC paper to the 
GBC's attention for over 7 years. 
It is embarrassing to have as our 
official ISKCON paper something 
that stretches the truth and con- 
tains poor logic [...] Our official 
papers should be limited to hon- 
est and straightforward writings 
rather than what we wish the 
truth was." 

(SRS, "'On My Order 7 Understood" 
Revision, Minutes AGM, 1 7/2/04) 

Due to this inability to offer 


any deep philosophy, the GBC 
then replaced this paper with a 
simple statement of belief rath- 
er than any philosophical expla- 
nation. Rather, as we noted in the 
previous article, whenever the 
GBC has attempted to philosoph- 
ically address the issues raised by 
TFO, they have only ended up con- 
tradicting their official position 
while agreeing with TFO! 

Conclusion 

As BAD states in the last sec- 
tion, SrTla Prabhupada required 
that the GBC should be “acarya- 
like": 

"Rather, one who is compe- 
tent, he can be selected to act by 
the board of the GBC. [...] They 
must be all ideal dcdrya-like. In 
the beginning we have done for 
working. Now we should be very 
cautious. Anyone who is deviat- 
ing, he can be replaced." 

(SrTla Prabhupada Conversation 
with GBC, 28/5/77) 

But, as our expose of BAD's 
bad GBC history over the previous 
2 pages demonstrates, the GBC 
are nowhere near acarya-Uke, but 
rather: 

a) Have been responsible for 
introducing deviations in ISKCON; 

b) Continue to allow devia- 
tions to occur in ISKCON; 

c) Their main priority is to al- 
low their members to hold on to 
power as gurus, even though they 
are unable to justify such a posi- 
tion philosophically.

The Insanity of the PAD Disease

SKCON GBC guru H Bhakti Charu Swami summarises a common objection offered by ISKCON's leadership for why Sri la Prabhupada can no longer 
be ISKCON's diksa guru (which they dub as "rtvik ") — because there is no historical precedence for such a system: 


"The difference is that rtviks are saying that Prabhupada will continue to give diksa . That is the point that we cannot accept because there 
is no such precedence in the past." 

(BCS Lecture, 14/8/04) 

So, they are claiming that SrTla Prabhupada cannot still be a diksa guru {"rtvik" system) because such a system would be unique in the history of 
Vaisnavism — unprecedented. Instead, as this year's GBC Resolutions describe, we are told that we must accept the current ISKCON guru system of 
many diksa gurus working under a GBC management board: 

"ISKCON's ethos of multiple diksa- and siksa-gurus serving under the auspices of a global managerial board is unique in the history of 
Vaisnavism, and so is the challenge it poses ." 

(GBC Resolution 3 1 8, Part A, 2014) 

That is, the same persons are claiming that the current ISKCON guru system also has no historical precedence — "unique in the history of Vaisnavism". 
Thus, to summarise, we are told that we cannot have a guru system with SrTla Prabhupada because it is unprecedented, and because instead we must 
accept a guru system which is unprecedented. 

Therefore, according to the GBC: we must reject a guru system as not being bona fide because it is unprecedented, because the bona fide 
guru system is actually unprecedented! 

To anyone who is even remotely sane, such reasoning would be obviously insane, rather than the considered reasoning of supposedly the highest spir- 
itual body in the world. Unfortunately, such insanity is the result of what happens when one becomes overcome with the desire to be worshipped 
as good as God. One loses one's intelligence. (See this issue's Editorial for more on the topic of the need for intelligence.) 

Thus, those persons who are motivated by the desire for Profit, Adoration and Distinction (PAD), which can be achieved through usurping SrTla 
Prabhupada's position, will find that they are unable to think straight as their reasoning becomes corrupted by their desires for position and pow- 
er — with the end result being that they will come up with any nonsense they can to reject SrTla Prabhupada, and any reason they can to justify 
their own positions, even if it means offering exactly the same reason for both courses of action! Once motivation enters it is not possible to un- 
derstand the truth, as one will only understand and see what will satisfy one's desires: 

"As soon as personal motivation comes in it is not possible for one to understand our Krishna Consciousness philosophy." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 21/9/70) 

Anyone can claim anything, and engage in name-calling, but only the IRM are able to consistently document the madness of the insane reason- 
ing which is exhibited by those who oppose the IRM's conclusions. We present such insane reasoning here once again, and no doubt we will con- 
tinue to present it again in the future. 
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
